Treatment, 


WARDEN AND HIS. WIFE 
PRESENT AT INTERVIEW 


They Refused to Allow Miss DeCris 
To Be Seen in Private—Dr. 
Adams Talks About His 
Connection With the 
Whipping. 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 10.—(Special.) 


A representative of The Constitution has 


@t last seen Miss DeCris. 

The interview was obtained after much 
circumlocution on the part of the Alla- 
goceds. Mrs. Allagood twice returned with 
the statement that Miss DeCris did not 
wish to be seen. but finally, after much 
argument, Mr. Allagood told her to come 
there, and she came. She appeared in the 
usuel prison stripes, but her clothes seem- 
ed to fit her better and were, perhaps, 
starched. She seemed self-possessed and 
talked freely, after first stating she was 
averse to being interviewed. A privats 
interview was requested. but it was 
stated that it was against the rules. A 
copy of the rules was asked for, but was 
not forthcoming, so Miss DeCris bid to 
make her statement in the prese.ice of 
Mr. and Mrs. Allagood, the lady on whos@ 
account it was given and the man who 
gave the whipping. 


Why Were You Whipped? 
“Miss De Cris, why were you whipped?’ 
“T was whipped beca. ¢ I talked rude- 
‘ly to Mrs. Allagood an gid not move 
when spoken to.” 

“Was your language vulgar or 
fane?”’ 

“No; I never use such language.’ 

‘The question that she and Mrs. Alla- 
good were discursing could not be ascer- 
tained. She would make no expression as 
to the severity of the punishment, but 
said she was sorry for her conduct and 
regretted that she had been punished. 
She repeated several times that she had 
never written any letters to anyone about 
Dr. Adams, or signed his name to any let- 
ters. 

If Miss De Cris is the hard case as 
represented, those twenty-etght lashes, 
or the fear of as many more, have cOm- 
pletely cowed her. Either she has heen 
whipped for some revolting act that 
she is ashamed to mention, or for some 
trivial matter that she is afraid to men- 
tion, unless protected by the members of 
the prison commission for fear of its 
bringing more harsh treatment. 

As the facts are row presented Miss De 
Cris has received-a severe whipping for 
exercising a woman's prerogative of 
“talking back.” 

Dr. Adams’ Statement. 

Dr. Adams at first declared he would 
not be quoted, but it was suggested to 
him that the public was talking and 
that sooner or later the rumors afloat 
would find their way into print and have 
to be confirmed or denied. He then 
made the following statement: 

“Mamie DeCris has never written any 
note to me, or any note pertaining to 
me, that I have ever heard of. When I 
first entered on my duties as physician 
'¢ was proposed that she attend ‘to the 
hospital and thus begin training for the 
position of a nurse, which profession she 
could follow after her time was up. She 
stated that she would be glad to become 
@ trained nurse, but that she could not 
bring herself to handle the negro pa- 


tients.

Resolution To Probe Whipping Case 
Passed by Senate—House Will 
Act Today—Burden of the 
Blame Seems To Fall 
on Capt. Allagood. 


There will be both executive and legis- 
lative investigation of the whipping of 
Mamie DeCris, the ‘diamond queen,”’ at 
the state prison farm. Whether the 
third Branch of the government, the ju- 
dicfary, will play a part in the drama 
will depend upon the result of these two 
investigations. 

(sovernor Terrell yesterday directed the 
prison commission to make a thorough 
and complete investigation of the pun- 
ishment of the DeCris womar., which has 
been denominated cruel and outrageous, 
and the commission has acted promptly. 
A telegram was gent vesterday to Dr. 
Adams, surgeon at the farm, directing 
him to wire at once all the particulars 


my opinion, to profoundly affect public 
sentiment on a yitally important national 
problem. The effect of such an appeal 
from such a source is certain to be 
salutary in its widespread influences. In 
this instance, as in other emergencies, 
you have spoken with the courage of con- 
viction, with the eloquence of earnest. 
ness and under the inspiration of clear 
understanding and devotion to the duties 
and responsibilities of American citizen- 
ship. 

“I fee] that you have struck the key 
nf@le of a national necessity #vhen you 
say all public men, all writers for the

To arouse the , realization of that re- 
eponsibility ané that it implies will be 
to entirely eradicate conditions which 
otherwise may become as you point out 
60 clearly an imminent menace to the 
very life of the republic.” 

Governor Heard on Lynchings. 

Baton Rouge, La., August 10.—In dis- 
cussing the letter of President Roosevelt 
to Governor Durbin, of Indiana, Governor 
Heard said: 

“T think the remedy for lynch law is 
The law ghould 
be relieved of its technicalities by which 
criminals are able to get long and re- 
Every lynching weakens 
respect for the law. and when men per- 
in this form of redress they lose 
all respect for the law, and this, in it- 
self, superinduces and invites other 
crimes. I agree thoroughly with the 
president in his statement that the cor- 
ner stone of the republic, as of ail free 


in the case. Up to last night, however, 
no reply had been received. 

Chairman J. 8. Turner, of the commtis- 
sion, returned to the city last night, and 
in pursuance of the governor's call for 
an investigation he at once directed War- 
fen Jake Moor. of the penitentiary de- 
partment, to proceed to Milledgeville and 
make a full investigation of the case. Mr. 
Moore left the city last night for Mil- 
ledgeville, accompanied ty Stenographer 
Crawford, of Rome, who has been tak- 
ing the testimony Ddefore the lobby in- 
vestigation committee, and will secure 
a full report of @ll the details of the case. 

All the facts that have been brought 
out in connection with the case so far 
put the burden of the blame for the chas- 
tisement of Mamie DeCrie upon Captain 
Allagood, assistant Buperintendent of the 
prison farm, and if the statements made 
are borne out by the evidence to be se- 
cured, it is freely stated among those 
who are watching the matter that the 
result will be his discharge from the ser- 
vice. 

Senate Takes Action. 

Not only déd the governor order an in- 
vestigation through the prison commis- 
sion, but the general ass*mbly promptly 


; took the matter up and will make an in- 


vestigation of its own. 

The genate was the first body to act, 
though several resolutions were intro- 
duced in the house, and action wilj be 
taken in that body today, 

Immediately upon the assembling of 
the senate, Senator McMichael was rec- 
ognized for the introduction of the fol- 
lowing privileged resolution: 

“Whereas, information has gone abroad 
through ihe press of the state that Miss 
DeCris, a white female prisoner at the 
state prison farm, at Milledgeville, has 
been cruelly treated by the autnorities of 
said farm, that she has been forced to do 
work in the fields and eisewhero out of

B Ao, N. Y., August 10.—The week at 
Vhautauqua assembly will be given 
"to a discussion of the apparent rise 
of the mob spirit in America, All phases 
of the subject, such as feuds, race riots, 
lynehings and strikes, will be treated. 
Today the mountain feuds were taken up. 
Dr. W. G. Frost, president of Berea col- 
lege, in the mountain of Kentucky, was 
the chief speaker. 

‘The feud area,’’ he said, ‘‘has greatly 
contracted in recent times. Many killings 
caused by whisky or sudden anger are 
classed by newspapers with feud murders. 
Such is not true. 

‘The case in Breathitt county is a polliti- 
cal one, an outbreak unusual and not to 
be classed with ordinary feuds. As the 
death of Hamilton was the occasion of a 
gteat sermon by Dr. Knott, which prac- 
tically ended the duel in America, so we 
may hope the sterm of opposition aroused 
by the death of Marcum may bring us 
near the end of political assassination in 
Kentucky.”’

He denia@® having any knowl- 
edge of the shooting pf Marie Gordon, and 
refuses to return to Chicago without 
formal requisitior. 

On the person of Lytle when 
was found a letter addressed 
Van Lytle, Murfreesboro, Tenn. 
inside of the envelope was 
“Wwill,”’ over which had been marked 
heavy with a pencil in order that it 
might nO® be legible except under a mag- 
nifying glass. The envelope contained 
nothing but a newspaper clipping in ref- 
erence to the shooting of his sister. 

Lytle made no effort to conceal his iden- 
tity, having told the of the 
house that he was a brother of Maria 
Gordon's. He admits that he visited his 
sister about six vears ago.

MEET TO ADIUST 
THE DIFFERENCE 


Arbitration bad Basins Sit 
lings at Birmingham, 


Will Settle Trouble Between Miners 
and Operators—Many Witness- 
es To Be Examined—Two 
Sessions To Be Held 
Daily. 


Rirmingham, Ala., August 10.—The 
board of arbitration recently selected to 
consider and adjust the differences ex- 
isting between the coal miners ang the 
Operators of Alabama began its sittings 
nere today. 

The convention met in the council 
chamber Of the city hall at 10 o'clock, 
Judge George Gray, of Delaware, pre- 
siding. The board consists of Colonel H. 
H. Pearson, of Birmingham, president 
of ‘the Central Coal Company, and 
Charles McCreery, of Birmingham, vice 
president of the Tennessee Coal, Iron 
and Railway Company, for the operators; 
Wiiliam R. Fairley, of Pratt City, mem- 
ber of the national executive board of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
and T. L. Lewis, of Indlanapolis, vice 
president of the United Mine Workers of 
America, for the minérs, and Judge 
George Gray, of Wilmington, Del., as 
umpire and president of the beard, 

The last contract between the miners 
and operators of Alabama expired on 
July 1. Repeateg conferences just before 
that date failed to effect an agreement 
on @ new contract, and accordingly on 
July 1 work was suspended at the minés. 
The miners had made a demand for an 
increase of 5 cents per ton in wages, 
eight hours to constitute a day’s work, 
and semi-monthly pay days. The opera- 
tors declined to grant these demands, 
but offered to Increase wages 2 1-2 cents 
per ton and to grant none of the other 
demands. The miners refused this offer. 
Three weeks ago another conference was 
held and all propositions were with- 
drawn and it was agreed to submit the 
differences to arbitration with the result 
that the board named above was select- 
ed. One of the first duties of the arbi- 
trators will be to decide exactly what Is 
to be aerbitrated. 

All agree that the wage questions, 
eight hour days and semi-monthly pay 
days, are to be arbitrated, but there is 
some difference of opinion among the 
interested parties as to whether or not 
other questions beyond these shal] come 
within the jurisdiction of the board. 

The. board will hold two sessions dally, 
one of two hours in the morning and an- 
other of three hours inthe afternoon. 
The sessions are open to the public. 

Work at the mines, which was resumed 
a week ago, will continue, both sides 
having agreed to abide by the decision of 
the arbitrators, and the miners now at 
work are to be paid according to the 
scale’ fixed: by the arbitrutors. which, 
however, is to be retroactive to that ex- 
tent. ; 

A large number of witnesses are to be 
examined and.the sessions of the board 
are expected to last about three weeks. 

When the board of arbitration met 
Judge Gray was elected chairman. He set 
forth the purpose of the board and tha 
circumstances wmnder which it had come 
into existence. It was then agreed to 
grant eaeh side five days In which to pre- 
sent its case, the miners to open for 
three days and close with two days. The 
operators are represented by a vast ar- 
ray of legal talent, including Former 
Secretary of the Navy B. F. Tracey, of 
New York. The miners have no lawyers, 
their case: being conducted by Edward 
Flynn, president of the United Mine 
Workers for Alabama. Mr. Flynn opened 
for the miners by reading a carefully pre- 
pared statement of their demands for 
higher wages, eight hour days and semi- 
monthly pay days. He claimed that the 
Alabama miners were paid less than else- 
where and that under the old siiding 
scale, the maximum of 5) cents per ton 
for mining was too low and that the 
high price of pig iron, which controls the 
miners’ wages, justifies a raise of 5 cents 
per ton in the miners’ wages. He also ar- 
gued for an elght hmur day and semi- 
monthly pay days. When Flynn had fin- 
ished the session adjourned until Thurs- 
day to give the attorneys for the opera- 
tors opportunity to confer. 

The morning session was attended by 
a large number of interested spectators, 


Afternoon Session. 

At the afternoon session of the arbi- 
tration commission the operators pre- 
sented thelr statement deman@ing a slid- 
ing wage scale from 87 1-2c to 56c based 
on price of No. 8 furnace pig. They 
algo ask for a minimum number of work 
days per month; that usage regarding 
funerals be regulated; that yardage or 
dead mining Scale be fixed; that dif- 
ferential between pick and machine work 
be fixed; that pump men 4nd other out- 
siders be not included in the union; that 
provision be made for carrying on work 


‘@uring pendency of tract discussion; that 


a differential bd established between Pratt 
stam and other mines in district; that 
subcontracting be legalized; that stand- 
ing of union and non-union employees 
be specified and that collection of union 
dues and aSsessments through the com- 
pany office be regulated. 

The miners introduced three witnesses 
to substantiate their statement that com- 
missary stores in district, owned by 
operators, chargéd exorbitant prices ana 
paid in time checks that were sold to 
agents of the operators at a 15 per cent 
discount when the men needed cash. All 
this testimony was in line of contention 
of the miners for qa semi-monthly pay 
day. Testimony on same line will fol- 
lcw with the witnessés summoned for 
tomorrow. 

It is said that Clarence S. Darrow, of 
Chicago, is on hig way here to act as 
counsel for miners.

governor and pardon board immediately 
release Miss Mamie DeCris from further 
survitude.” | 

The resolution by Mr. Felder, of Bibb, 
went into more details and sought to in- 
clude in-the investigation proposed the 
whole prison system of Georgia from the 
time of its foundation to the present. The 
Felder resolution provides for an in- 
vestigation of conditions, the mode or 
modes of punishment, and@ the general 
treatment of convicts in all the camps of 
convict lessees as Well as on the state 
farm. In this connection the resolution 
calls especial attention to the whipping 
of Mamie DeCris, and directs the joint 
committee of three from the house and 
two from the senate for Which it pro- 
videg to look particularly into this case 
and report whether the punishment was 
eruel and uncalled for. The committee 
provided for is given power to summon 
witnesses and require the production of 
all books and papers, and ts directed to 
rejprt with recommendations at the next 
session of the general assembly. 

The resolution by Mr. Kelly, of Glas- 
cock, simply provided that the general 
assembly should be provided with all 
the facts In connection with the whipping 
of Mamie DeCris, by the proper author- 
ities, as early as practicable. 

Speaker Morris held that these were not 
privileged resolutions, in spite of the 
insistence of their authors, and that they 
must lie on the table for one day. 

Considerable discussion followed. after 
which the house adopted a resolution by 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, providing for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of seven to 
consider all the resolutions introduced 
in the house, and to report and recom- 
mend for adoption such resolution in re- 
lation to the matter as It deemed proper. 

At the request of Mr. Felder. of Ribb. 
his resolution providing for a commit- 
tee to sit and investigate during vaca- 
tion was divided from the others. 

The following committee was appoint- 
ed under the Hall resolution: Messrs. 
Hall of Bibb, chairman: Wilson of Clay, 
Leigh of Coweta, Arnold of Oglethorpe. 
Jones of Pickens. Reid of Campbell and 
Davison of Greene. 

The committee went into session short- 
ly after its appointment for a consid- 
eration of these resolutions, and the sen- 
ate resolution, which came over during 
the discussion, was also turned over to 
it. During the discussion. Mr. Bell, of 
Emanuel, insisted on immediate constd- 
eration of the question. When the 
speaker refused to hold that the resolu- 
tions were privileged. Mr. Bell became 
somewhat excited and fiery. 

“Is it a fact that the chair does not 
want this question disposed of now?" he 
asked exc'!tedly. 

“The chair simply desires to enforce 
the rules of the house,’ Speaker Morris 
replied. 


House Will Act Today. 


The special committee made its report 
at the afternoon session, reporting. a 
resolution which is in substance the same 
as that by Messrs. Stovall and Harden, 
of Chatham. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb. 
a minority report, 
the only signer. 

His resolution is almost the same as 
that of Mr. Felder, of Bibb, calling for 
an investigation of the entire peniten- 
tiary system.

He also told of James Bai- 
ley, then secretary to Godfrey Hunter, 
minister to Guatemala, asking him if 
he would not like to go to Guatemala, 
and of County Judge Rice, of Bell, of- 
fering the morey for him to go. 

At the afternoon session twelve wit- 
nesses were put on the stand, all of 
them old ones, who have testified at for- 
mer trials. They testified as to the bad 
character of the members of the moun- 
tain army and gave proof of the presence 
of Jim Howard in the executive building 
at the time of the shooting. All of the 
telegrams sent and received by Powe 
and Finley for organizing the body o 
mountain men were also identified and 
read to the jury.

Lived on Adjoining Farms—Had 
Disagreement About a 
Young Lady—Sulli- 
van Escapes. 


_ Constitution Bureau, 467 Seconda Street, 
Macon, Ga., August 10.—(Special.)—The 
detective department and the entire po- 


lice force of Macon are now on the look- 
Out for Auburn Sullivan, a young man of 


good standing, who late Sunday after- 
noon killed Garry Beecher, a neighbor, 
and up to a few months ago his close 
companion and warm personal friend. 


The killing took place at Beecher's home 


right under the eyes of Beecher’s brother. — 


Sullivan and Beecher lived on an ad- 
joining plantation near Hazlehurst and 
the two families were not Only close 
neighbors, but were intimately associated. 
The assassin and his victim had been 
schoolmates and had grown up together 
i nthe warmest and best friendship. Some 
three months ago they had a disagree- 
ment abeut a young lady and the es- 
trangement quick became bitter 

Each time the two men met there was 
@ quarrel! and finally it came to a fight 
in which Beecher got the best of Sulli- 
van. A second time the men fought and 
again Sullivan was worsted. Then he 
swore he would even up with the man 
who had whipped him twice. Those who 
knew him best advised Beecher to be on 
his guard. But Beecher was either whol- 
ly fearless or did not believe Sullivan 
would make good his threats. 

Sunday afternoon late Beecher and his 
brother went into a lot to feed the 
horses. They were busy with their task 
when, it is said, Sutlivan, armed with a 
double-barreled shotgun, slipped up be- 
hind them. He was on one side of a 
fence and shoving the muzzle of his gun 
between the paling, he pulled both trig- 
gers at the same time. The two barreis 
made but one report and both emptied 
their contents into Beecher's body. The 
muzzle of the gun was almost against him 
and the full force of both charges struck 
him squarely, tearing him almost in two. 

Sullivan saw that his enemy was dead 
and then qiuetly took to his heels. Within 
a short time he left the,neighborhood and 
by the time his crime had become known 
he was out of sight. The officials at 
Hazlehurst at once opened communication 
with the police department and giving a 
Gescription of Sullivan, asked for his ar- 
rest. :

Guthrie, Okla., August 10.—The twee 
members of the Martin gang of outlaws 
who engaged in a fight on Saturday with 
a posse of deputy sheriffs in the Osage 
Indian nation, died today, and _ their 
bodies are being brought to this city. 
Deputy Haines, who was shot, is im- 
proving. The other members of the gang 
escaped, but are still being pursued. The 
gang has committed many depredations 
during the past few months. Two months 
ago they held up and robbed nearly one 
hundred travelers on a lonely road. They 
also are charged with killing a citizen 
in the robbery of the railway station at 
Hennessy, Okia.; with killing City Mar- 
shal Cross, of Geary, and with robbing the 
postoffice at Hopeton. The posse has been 
following them ever since the wholesale 


hold-up, and it was during this chase that 
Cross was killed.

The names of the two dead 
outlaws are not known. Officers have 
been subpenaed from all portions of the 
territory in an attempt to identify the 
bodies.

Balfour Blames Revolutionists. 

London, August 10.—The state of af- 
fairs in Macedonia was brought up in the 
house of commons today, but Premier 
Balfour declared he was unable to give 
any satisfactory assurances regarding the 
situation. The latest news reaching the 
government, he said, was far from re- 
assuring. 

Mr. Balfour acknowledged the ill suc- 
cess of the efforts of Europe in the 
Macedonian question since the signing of 
the treaty of Berlin, but he thought that 
the critics of the European diplomacy 
should not forget the extraordinarily 
complicated difficulties of the 4ask. There 
were grave grievances arising from a 
ceepset disease. He deplored the non- 
success of their efforts to deal with the 
situation, but he was still hopeful that 
the plan recently designed by Russia 
and Austriqg wouid prove the best way 
of dealing with the problem. It was, 
therefore, the duty of the rest of Europe 
to support them as long as thelr efforts 
directed in no ambitious spirit to 
the amelioration of the lot of. the popula- 
tion of Macedonia, 

It must sorrowfully be admitted, econ- 
tinued the premier, that the revolution- 
ary bands themselves were one of the 
chief obstacles to the success of Europe's 
efforts, Between the outrages deliberate- 
ly planned by the revolutionists and the 
license of Turkish froops, the historical 
truth required him to say that the bal- 
ance of the criminality lay rather with 
the revolutionists than with the Turks.

Czar Demands Summary Punish- 
ment of the Murderer of 
Consul, 


St. Petersburg, August 10.—The czar has 
demanded the exemplary punishment not 
only of the murdé@rer of the Russian 
consul at Monastir, who wag killed last 
week by Turkish gendarmes. but; of all 
the military and civil officers in any 
way responsibl> for the crim:. 

Tbe assassination of the [Russian con- 
sul at Monastir, M. Rostkovski, the sec- 
ond murder of a Russian congular offi- 
cial in Macedonia within a few months, 
has created intense indignation here. In 
reporting the occurrence to the foreign 
office, the Russian ambassador at Con- 


Stantinople telegraphed August 8: 

“The Russian consul at Monastir has 
fallen the victim of an atrocioug crime. 
The grand vizier and the Turkish foreign 
Minister have come to me with expres- 
sions of regret in the name of the sul- 
tan. Ferid Pasha, the grand vizier, in- 
formed me that the assassin was a gen- 
darme named Haljm, and that he will. be 
subjected *o the severest punishment; 
and the valli of Monastir will be removed 
from his post.” 

In reply Count ,Lamsdorf, the foreign 
minister, telegraphed to the ambassador 
August 9: 

“His majesty has received a telegram 
from the sultan, expressing his deep re- 
gret at the death of the Russian consul! 
at Monastir. When I submitted your tel- 
egram to the emperor, his majesty gave 
orders that you should not confine your- 
self to receiving explanations from the 
Zrand vizier, but should make the most 
energetic demands on the Turkish gov- 
ermment for full satisfaction and imme- 
diate. and exemplary punishment, both 
of the murderer gsnd of al] the militarv 
and civil officials on whom responsibility 
for the atrocious crime may fall.”’ 

According to the report made by the 
official now ip charge of the Russian con- 
sulate at Monastir the murderer is a gen- 
darme. The consul asked his name,_ be- 
cause, in defiance of instructions, the gen- 
darme did not salute him. The gen- 
darme thereupon fired several shots, mor- 
tally wounding the consul in the head 
and hip. The horse drawing the carriage, 
in which the consul was riding, received 
two bullets and shots were algo fired at 
the coachman. 


Called His Murderer “Pig.” 


Belgrade, Servia, August 10.—According 
to the latest reperts received here re- 
garding the murder of the Russian con- 
sul at Monastir, M. Rostkovski, abused 
the Turkish gendarme who was doing 
sentry duty for not saluting him and 
calling him a ‘‘pig of a Turk.’’ Then 
he struck the sentry with his whip, say- 
ing: 

‘“‘Next time, ‘perhaps, 
me.”’ 

The gendarme thereupon fired on the 
consul, ; 

It is stated that M. Rostkovsk! was 
hated by the Turks on account of his 
intense arrogance. 

M. Rostkovski has been in Macedonia 
for twenty years. He kpéw the inside of 
almost every village in the province and 
was regarded as a firm friend of the 
Christians. He was a bDeliever in the 
tradition that an overbearing manner 
was best in dealing with Orientals. 

Last May the consul had.an experience 
apparently similar tv the incident which 
led to his death. He went to the vil- 
lage of Mogil, 6 miles nort of Monastir, 
to investigate the Turkish excesses there. 
The Turkish troops had cordoned the 
village and a sergeant seized the bridles 
of M. Rostkovski's horses and attempted 
to stop the consul. The latter reised his 
cane and struck the sergeant. His ac- 
tion placed him in imminent danger un- 
til his {denfity was revealed, 


Turks Are Excited. 


Constantinople, August 10.—The murder 
of the Russian consul, M. Rostkovskli, 
has caused intense excitement here, and 
ie the sole topic of conversation in the 
streets, cafeg and public resorts.

“INTHE SCHOOLS 


‘Usual Crush Is Expected on 
the Opening Day, 


Cards Have Already Been Issued 
to 1,262 New Applicants and 
It Will Be Impossible, Say 
School Officials, to Ac- 
commodate Them. 


It was announced in the office of Su- 
perintendent W. F. Slaton yesterday that 
the present school facilities are totally 
inadequate for the number of children 
who wish to enter the public schools of 
the city and that at least 1,000 boys and 
girls wil] necessarily be denied admis- 
sion this year. 

Yesterday morning the rush of children 
applyiftg for admission cards was greater 
than it has been for some time. The 
secretary was. képt busy filling out the 
cards brought in by children and parents. 
Already 1,262 cards to new applicants 
have been issued, and as all seats were 
occupied at the close of the last term 
the indications are that many will be 
unable to find seats next month. 

Some idea of the jam and crush which 
may be expected on the opening day can 
be gained Trom the fact that 11,208 chil- 
dren entered school on the initial day 
last year. This number was increased 
each day until it approached 12,000. The 
records show that 532 children were un- 
able to obtain seats In the districts where 
they resided. Of these a part were after- 
wards seated in schools outside their dis- 
tricts, but a great majority could not 
get in, 

The opening is now only one 
off and the teachers are coming 
from their vacations in fine trim 
their year’s work. 

On August 24 the teachers’ normal in- 
stitute Wil begin, and all the teachers 
are expected to be present. The normal 
course will continue two weeks. Major 
Slaton has been making arrangements 
for lecturers and has met with success. 
The final steps have, however, not been 
taken and no announcement can ae yet 
be made, but the course this year will 
be one of the best ever offered by the 
school board.

It is also stated that August 2 600 insur- 
gents destroyed three detachments of 
Tarkish troops, numbering altogether 100, 
and attacked the town of Kitchevo, but 
failed to occupy it. The insurgents, how- 
ever, destroyed the Turkish viljage of 
Drougovo, whose inhabitants had come 
to the assistance of the garrison at Kit- 
chevo. The statement further says that 
three Christian villages, Smilevo, Krou- 
che and Bolno, near Monastir, have been 
completely destroyed by the Turkish 
troops. 

Infernal Machine Used. 

Constantinople, August 10.—An infernal 
machine in the form of a box filled with 
dynamite was sent from Phillipopolis to 
Uskub, timed to explode at the latter 
place the moment that two passenger 
trains were to pass. The train upon which 
the machine was sent was detained at 
the frontier depot at Zibevche, where it 
exploded tonight, damaging the station, 
but injuring no one. 

Fifteen Villages Burned 

Salonica, August 10.—It is officially re- 
ported that fifteen Turkish villages in 
the vilayet of Okhrida have been burned 
by the Bulgarian -revolutionists. There 
were many victims.

Statement About the Trial 
of Gawthorne at 
Eastman. 


Eastman, Ga., August 10.—(Special.)— 
In a dispatch published in The Consti- 
tution of Friday from Macon, concerning 
the Bob Cawthorn trial, several state- 
ments of the Macon gentleman quoted 
are misleading. 

There was no evidence of arsenic pol- 
soning in the case “of either Horn or 
Tucker. When Horn was poisoned by 
drinking from a whisky flask, suspicion 
was aroused of foul play. Eleven days 
later Tueker died of poisoning and the 
suspicion was confirmed. The circum- 
stantial evidence against Cawthorn, de- 
veloped at the trial, presented a practi- 
cally unbroken chain. 

As far as the statement 0 
lence is concerned, the people here we 
actively arounsed over the murder of two 
reputable citizens, but no evidences of 
any unseemly outbreak Was manifest at 
any time. 

The defendant had a fair and impar- 
tial trial: was ably defended by opunsel 
provided by the couft, and his every legal 
right was insisted upon and allowed, The 
charge of the court was able and fair, 
and the Macon attorney mentioned in 
your Macon communication, went to 
Judge Roberts at the conclusion tf his 
charge and complimented him upon the 
strength of the charge, and remarked 
that it was “supreme court proof. 

The defendant made no request of the 
grand jury to ask for a commutation of 
the sentence to life piper org but 
only stated what he had prev usly stated 
to the trial jury, that he was not guilty.

Thought Will a Copy. 


Then A. Montgomery, former Atlanta 
agent for the Southern Express Com- 
pany, was called to the stand. He testi- 
fled that he was familiar with hand- 
writing and that he had examined the 
will in controversy. 

“My opinion Is,"’ said he, ‘‘that the doc- 
ument is an impression copy. It has 
every appearance of being such, and 
there are parts of it which seem to have 
been written at different times with dif- 
ferent colors of ink.’’ 

On cross-examination he was asked by 
Hoke Smith, one of the attorneys for the 
executors, why he thought the paper 
was a copy. He replied: 

“Because the ink is spread in a way 
that could only have been produced by 
the application of moisture to the paper. 
The appearance of this paper could have 
been produced in no other way than 
that.” 

He was closely and rigidly cross-ex- 
amined but stuck to the statement that 
he believed the paper to be a copy. 

Fr. A. Healey, auditor for the West 
Point Railroad Company, was the next 
witness. He also testified as an 4&xpert, 
Saying that he had been familiar with 
impression copies since he first went 
into a railroad Office as office boy. 

He also said: “In my opinion this is 
an impressiqn copy, for its general condi- 
tion could not have been brought. about 
in any other way.” 
fHis attention was called on cross-ex- 
amination to different words and parts 
of the writing, but like Mr. Montgomery, 
he persisted in his first statement that he 
believed the will to be an impression 
copy. 

When this witness left the stand at 1 
o'clock the eourt adjourned for the noon 
recess, resuming the trial Of the case at 
8 o'clock. The first witness of the after- 
noon was Charles T. Askew, whose testl- 
inony was quite similar to that of Mr. 
and Mr. Healey. He was 
in turn followed by Frank C. Wheat and 
Frank Hills, both qualifying as experts, 
and they made very similar statements 


Judge Bateman on the Stand. 

At this point the attorneys for the 
caveators announced that they had closed 
their testimony and the attorneys for 
executors asked time for a confer- 
ence, which was granted them by the 
court. At the resumption of business, 
Judge Bateinan took the stand. 

“This witness hag never been asked why 


' he did not take the will out to the Collier 


home when he went there on Tuesday 
after Mr. Collier’s death,’ said George 
Westmoreland; ‘therefore I will ask him 
why he did not take the will with him 
and show it to the children.”

After Judge Bateman feft the stand, 
Henry L. Collier, also an executor and 
a nephew of the late George Collier as 
well, was called. He said that he had 
done altogether a year’s hard work for 
his uncle, but that the only money he 
ever received for it was $30 paid him one 
time for taking an inventory at the Ara- 
gon, a task which consumed eight days. 
He said, however, that he did not bee 
grudge this work and had always been 
On the friendliest and most cordial terms 
with his uncle, visiting his home at reg- 
ular intervals. 

“You are now friendly 
asked Mr. Hopkins. 

“Yes.’’ replied Mr, Colifer, “and I 
shall continue to be so whether I remain 
an executor or not. But I will say also 
that as jong as this will stands I intend 
to be one of the executors, for I consider 
it a solemn obligation to do so.”

Washington, August 10.—Ambassador 
Choate has sent to the state department 
a copy of a letter written to him by Sir 
Richard Wingate, commandant of the 
British forces in Egypt: giving an account 
of the dasth of Judge Long, of Florida,

STRING OF LIES, 
WOMAN SHRIEKS 


Mme Humbert Won't Keep 
Quiet During - Trial, 


She Denounces the Judge and Every 
Witness She Terms a Liar. 
The Spectators Were Great- 
ly Amused by Her 
Conduct. 


Paris, August 10.—The trial of the Hu a- 
bert family on the charges of forgery 
and swindling in connection with the fic- 
titious Crawford mijlions, which began on 
Saturday, was resunged today and drew 
another large crowd¥to the palais de jus- 
tice. : 

Mme. Therese Humbert continued to 
dominate the proceedings and created 
several scenes when the court attempted 
to examine the other members of the 
family. M. Bonnet, the presiding judge, 
insisted on examining Frederic Humbert, 
her husband, but Mme. Therese rising, 
said: 

“I demand to be heard. I am strong 
today and will explain where the mil- 
lions are.’’ 

The judge, however, proceeded with the 
examination of the other defendants de- 
spite Mme. Humbert’s constant interrup- 
tions. 

She Denounces Judge. 

During Judge Bonnet’s searching inter- 
rogation of her husband, Mme. Therese 
dramatically exclaimed: 

‘“Monsieur, the president: You should 
disguise your feelings and try to appear 
impartial.”’ 

The spectators were greatly amused at 
this outburst. The judge ordered Mme. 
Iiumbert to desist, but she again shouted: 

“You are continually showing your pre- 
judice.”’ 

Frederic Humbert testified lengthily re- 
garding the affairs of the insurance con- 
cern which the Humberts started and tn 
the crash of which thousands of poor 
people lost all their savings. He main- 
tained that the operations were conducted 
In good faith and claimed the public pre- 
judice aroused against the Humbert fam- 
ily brought about the failure of the con- 
cern. 

He emphatically denied the judge's 
statement that the rooms in the palatial 
residence of the Humberts in the avenue 
DeLa Grande Armee were connected by a 
system of secret telephones. Mme. The- 
rese also excialmed: 

‘“*More lies!’’ 

Frederic Humbert safd he had given 
most of his time to art and poetry, leay- 
ing the financial operations to his wife. 

Hunting Crawford Brothers. 

Romain d’Aurignac testified that Mme. 
Therese eommissioned him to trace the 
whereabouts of the Crawford brothers. 
Once, he said, when Henry Crawford vis- 
ited their residence, he followed him to 
the Grand hotel du Louvre, in the rue de 
Rivoli, and located the room occupied by 
Robért and Henri Crawford. The former 
was sick in bed and refused to get up, 
but Henri came to the door and after a 
brief convtrsation accepted copies of some 
legal papers. The judges sought to bring 
Out that Romain himself impersonated 
the Crawfords and instituted suits in 
their name. The defendant denied ever 
impersonating the Crawfords or writing 
the letters signed by the Crawfords. 

Mme. Humbert here made a declamato- 
ry statement, protesting her complete in- 
nocence. 

“T have tried to find the Crawfords and 
their millions,”’ she said. “I have not suec- 
ceeded in finding the money, but I have 
found the Crawfords. They have made a 
terrible revelation to me, I have told 
Maitre Labori all. He kaows the real 
name of the Crawfords, for they do not 
call themselves by the name of Crawford. 
No one will suffer any loss. I will pay 
every oné¢. Perhaps the Crawfords may 
not appear, but they exist. It is only their 
name that does not exist’’ 

Where Are the Crawfords? 

The judge, interrupting her, asked, 
“Then, where are the Crawfordsr?” 

“If the Crawfords do not come here I 
wiil give their name and that will suf- 
fice,’’ replied Mme. Therese. “I have also 
told Maitre Labor! that when the wit- 
nesses have been heard and the hearing 
is concluded, I will tell all.’’ 

There was a profound silence in the 
court room during Mme. Humbert’s dec- 
laration, but her final words again pyt- 
ting off the promised disclosure, aroused 
derisive laughter. When the court inti- 
mated that the statement was vague, 
Maitre Labori answered: 

“But Mme. Humbert engages herself 
to speak at the close of the hearing.”’ 

The court then began the examination 
of the ninety witnesses called, outside the 
family, which will occupy many days, 
Mme. Therese’s declaration that the 
Crawfords actually exist under another 
name is ee regarded as only an- 
other of her ruses to gain time.

BAGGAGE MEN 
AS MAIL CLERKS 


Innovation Has Been Decid- 
ed on by Postmaster Gen- 
eral Payne, 


— 


August 19.—Postmaster 
General Payne has decided to make the 
experiment of employing baggage men on 
trains which are not provided with mail 
clerks to take charge of, deliver and open 
newspaper mail. This decision has been 
after much consideration, and 
in response to a petition filed by many 
of the leading newspaper publishers of 
the country, who asked the postoffice de- 
partment to provfae facilities for distri- 
buting open bundles of papers along the 
lines from:trains which carry only closed 
pouches, 

There are a large number of such trains 
and a3 the department is not represented 
by an employee on them, the postmaster 
general deflined to assume responsibility 
for papers not inclosed in the pouches. 
Second Assistant Postmaster General 
Shallenberger then suggested the expe- 
dient of employing the baggage men to 
take charge of the mail in such cases and 
the suggestion was adopted. The plan 
contemplates that the baggage masters 
shall be sworn in as postoffice employ- 
ees and that they shall be paid for their 
services.’ It is intended that they shall 
deliver the papers to those to whom 
they are addressed at points along the 
line from the car doors, thus saving much 
time.

London, August 10.—Sir Francis Jeune, 
president of the divorcee court, today 
granteq D. S. Constandinisi a divorce 
from his wife, a daughter of Stephen 
Rallo, a member of the firm of Rallo 
Bros., on the ground that Mrs. Con- 
standinisi’s conduct led to the miscon- 
duct of her husband. 

The Constandinisi divorce 
the question of the legality of Dakota 
divorces in England.

The reported details of the ease 
by current rumor in Milledgeville and 
here at the capitol are of the sort to 
naturally arouse the hottest indigna- 
tion and arouse an almost unanimous 
protest against the practice of lashing 
women convicts under any circum- 
Stances. Floggings of that sort are 
contrary to the humane instincts of 
modern methods of civilization and 
penology. 

Now that this apparently flagrant 
case is to be fully investigated the 
public will await calmly and yet anx- 
lously for the authoritative revelation 
of what was done, why it was done 
and how it was done. 

We believe the governor and the 
penitentiary authorities will do their 
duty in the premises to the fullest 
extent and whatever transgression of 
custom, regulation and law may have 
been committed will be pursued and 
punished. 

Georgians will not allow cruelties 
and inhumanities to be capriciously 
inflicted upon helpless prisoners. In 
this case the convict was a woman 
and believed to be a mentally irre- 
sponsible one. The affair is, there-} 
fore, fortunately an arousing one te 
public sentiment, and is very sure to 
lead to a new order of treatment for 
women prisoners in the future.

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The Negro Must Work. 

The New York Sun approves of 
the Calvin vagrancy bill on the 
ground that it is “a new method to 
make southern negroes work.” It 
Says of the enforcement of such a 
law: 


Incidentally, too, under that situation 
the negroes will be sure of considerate 
treatment as laborers. If they will work 
and give up loafing they will be a pecu- 
ljarly fortunate laboring class—very much 
better off than are the run of their race 
at the north. Usually, too, the south 
prefers negro labor when it can get it. 
Projects to promote negro immigration, 
On any considerable scale, to Africa or 
to the north, are looked on with great 
and natural disfavor at the south. It 
wants the negroes, but.it wants them to 
work. 


The Sun gays, as we have said, 
that it will be hard to supply the 
place of the negro as our chief labor 
element with any other class from 
anywhere. He is the white man’s bur- 
den in the south more than anywhere 
else on earth, and The Sun justifies 
any just and reasonable methods the 
south may adopt to break up his hab- 
its of idleness, crime and self-debauch- 
ery and enforce upon him the duties 
of labor and self-support. 

The people of the south have no ill- 
will toward the negro. They oppose 
the potentialities of his bulk in local 
government because they know that 
he does not know, and but few of his | 
kind ever can know, the ethics and | 
import of a citizen’s political duties. 
But if the negro will labor he will 
always find work and wages sufficient 
to make him the most independent 
and happiest of the labor classes of 
the world. 


Be 
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Roosevelt and Miles. 

The suggestion from Boston to 
make General Miles a candidate for 
the presidency in opposition to Roose- 
velt within his own party really takes 
the rag off the bush. 

The argument for trying such an 
experiment doomed to defeat from the 
start, is based on the unprecedented 
action of the president in refusing to 
dignify the retirement of General 
Miles from the head of the army with 
any laudatory comments upon his gerv- 
ices.

Mr. Roosevelt already has a lead 
pipe cinch on the nomination and the 
Jeremiahs of a grievance and the 
Boston anti-imperialists can no more 
stand up against the Roosevelt grafter 
combine than a pony cart can run 
away from a red devil automobile. 

Besides, if Roosevelt is to be op- 
posed for snubbing Miles, he can rack 
out a paragraph from the speech he 
made at a banquet in New York in 
1898, to celebrate the Spanish war vic- 
tory.

As to Southern Peonage. 

The latest and best judgment of 
many of the reputable presses of the 
north is to the effect that there was 
more noise than woo! about the south- 
ern peonage excitement. A few cases 
were found in four states—one in 
Georgia, one in Florida, one in South 
Carolina and a batch that nested in 
but two eounties of Alabama. Since 
the prosecutions of these cases by 
southern men who are in charge of 
state and federal courts our friends in 
the north have cooled off and now 
agree that peonage is not a concert- 
ed conspiracy for the reenslavement of 
the colored brother. 

In this connection The San Francis- 
co News-Letter has something to say 
that puts the boot on the other leg, 
S0 to speak. It says: 

The southern states did not adopt the 
System, except in isolated cases, until the 
United States acquired the Hawaiian is- 
lands and recognized the prevailing con- 
tract labor system, a system of labor con- 
trol far more brutal than the peonage 
System and infinitely worse than African 
Slavery in the south. The Hawalian sys- 
tem gave the overseer or foreman of la- 
bor the right to arrest without warrant 
and imprison a laborer for the slightest 
inattention, and still more, the imprison- 
ed man had to pay the expense of such 
imprisonment and add to his time of ser- 
Vice the days or months he was so con- 
fined; and again, if a contract man lost 
time through illness the time so lost had 
to be made good before his contract could 
expire by limitation. It was the worst 
form of slavery known to civilization, 
and it had the protection of President 
McKinley’s administration. It has been 
modified, but it is still so barbarous 
that it is a disgrace to the United States. 


Considering also that peonage in 
the south got its suggestion from the 
freedmen’s bureau, that used to hire 
out negroes, fix their wages and flog 
them, as we know to have happened 
in several instances in this state, 
when they deserted their jobs, we 
think the old Jerusalem rule would be 
a good one for all hands to adopt, 
north and south—and that is, that 
“everybody shall sweep first before his 
own door!”

William Franklin Gore Shanks—ye 
gods and little fishes, what an hy- 
peranklish conclusion in nomenclature 
of Christian fabrication'—has_ vent- 
ed his spleen upon Watson's “Life 
and Times of Thomas Jefferson” with- 
out waiting to see to what it is to 
come in the wind-up. 

William F. G. Shanks was “bred in 
old Kaintucky,” but the state is not 
to blame for the fact and has happily 
escaped until now any severity of 
judgment upon having nursed his in- 
fancy. After he grew to wandering 
age he generously relieved Kentucky 
of any further responsibility for his 
performances. 

He was one of those callow disci- 
ples of the late General Cassius Mar- 
eus Clay, who raised the Garrisonian 
flag of rebellion against the constitu- 
tion and laws in favor of the abolition 
in Kentucky and naturally drifted east 
and began a career as a writer of per- 
fervid anti-slavery fanaticism under 
the patronage of Greeley and the

Since the death of Greeley he has: 
been a journalistic tramp, pot-boiling, 
penny-a-lining and parasiting wherever 
he could catch on. His opinions now 
on any subject seem to be wholly out 
of the market, for it has been, at 
least, a decade since, as close readers 
of the current press, we have seen 
his name attached to an article. 

Nevertheless, W. Franklin G. 
Shanks {is clearly entitled to have 
opinions and when some one else, as 
the New York press, charitably re- 
ports them for him, we are disposed 
to congratulate him upon the event. 
He may know a great deal about 
Thomas Jefferson. He says he does 
and from what he testifies of that 
immortal man we are convinced that 
the greater part of his knowledge is of 
things that are not so. He is, there- 
fore, a very proper person to read the 
results of Mr. Watson’s careful re- 
searches and radically truthful imper- 
sonation of Jefferson as he was and 
not as he is often ignorantly wor- 
shiped.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. . 


Twelve-Cent Cotton. 

Editor Constitution: The people of the 
south, and especially the farmers, never 
had before them a more important ques- 
tion than, What will we get for the cot- 
ton in our flelds today, that is getting 
ready to open for the markets of the 
world? 

It is a fact that no well informed man 
will attempt to deny that the business 
of producing cotton for a period of years 
has been a starvation business. Because 
of this fact, the negroes, who constitute 
a large percentage of our laboring 
classes, have left the fleld and gone into 
the towns and cities in large numbers. 
Our young white men go away from 
the farms, because they have hope of 
becoming independent, filling the demand 
for honest, competent help in other call- 
ings at lucrative pay. This is a condl- 
tion brought about by the fact thal cot- 
ton, ouf money crop, the crop upon whica 
we spend most money and labor to pro- 
duce, has for years been selling for less 
than it cost to make it. No business on 
this earth has suffered so much from 
this cause as the business of growing 
cotton in the south; nothing else could 
have stood the strain like it. We may 
ask the question, How has the business 
of producing cotton been kept up on @ 
losing basis? Merchants, bankers and 
others have lost heavily by advancing 
to planters, who in turn were unable to 
repay. Again, planters and laborers 0” 
the farm as a rule have lived very poor- 
ly, in thousands of instances eating 
plain bread and meat bought on a credit 
at a high price from the town store, und 
wearing scant clothing. 

People of the soith, this ts all wrong. 
The man who goes into the fleld and 
labors himself, or superintends othere 
who labor in the production of cotton, 
should have a price for this cotton, pro- 
duced at such great pains and expense, 
that would encourage and gustain the 
business decently. Jt has come to pars 
that the business of making cotton Is 
laughed at by intelligene and progressive 
men, simply because it don't pay a 
profit. Good men wil! farm, and gladly 
do so, if they have assurance they will 
get a profit on the outlay. In view of 
these facts, the man who can wish or 
hope for cotton to go down, the south- 
ern man who can help to keep the price 
at respectable levél ‘and refuses to do 
so, ought to be ashamed of himself. 
The president of the American Manu- 
facturers’ Association is on record as 
saying that it makes no difference with 
the mills whether cotton is 6 or 20 cents 
a pound; what the mills want is a unl- 
form price for the raw cotion, so that 
they can take contracts and fee] secure 
against an unreasonable advance of the 
raw material by speculation. I want to 
emphasize that the price should always 
be sufficient fo amply remunerate the 
producer for his time and investment. 

Fluctuation in the price of cotton de- 
moralizes the planter*’and paralyzes the 
manufacturér. It is not good for either, 
but the manufacturer should not want 
the producer fo sell cotton at starvation 
prices for his particular benefit. This 
brings Ts to the point of asking, What 
ought the price of this crop of cotton 
be to the farmers? We unhesitatingly 
say that it Should be not less than 12 
cents per pound for the entire crop. We 
base this opinion on the ground that 
the cost of making the crop has heen 
unusually heavy. Jkbor, mules, supplies 
and implements have been very high, 
end it is an undeniable fact that the 
crop cannot be above 11,000,000 bales of 
American cotton, when the world needs 
at least a million more from us. We 
need this price, and we want it. The 
manufacturer can pay it, because he is 
certain to advance his price for goods 
when the time to make new contracis 
comes. It may be that many manufac- 
turers dre winding up old contracts at 
old prices with high prices for the raw 
cotton, but the amount of raw cotton 
used by the manufacturers at the high 
prices is comparatively small, and the 
average price of the last crop will not be 
much more than 8 cents per pound. If 
it be necessary for the planters to hold 
their cotton off the market in September 
and October to assure the proper remu- 
nération for their product, by all means 
do it, and to this end every loyal south- 
erner should bend every nerve. We ex- 
port nearly two-thirds of our cotton, 
and when the price is down below a 
proper level we are simply enriching 
other nations. There is no sense in it, 
no patriotism in it, so let the people of 
the south demand 12 cents for the crop 
of 1%8. We have three-fourths of the 
world’s supply to furnish; the mills can’t 
stop; there is nowhere else to get the 
cotton, and we will be a lot of imbeciles 
if we fail to get the plum this time.

MAY VOTE TAX |FULL TEXT OF CONVICT 
BILL AMENDED BY SENATE 


The convict bill as amended and passed 
by the senate is as follows: 

A. bill to be entitled an act to amend 
an act approved December 21, 1897, being 
an act to create a prison commission for 
the state of Georgia, to hire the labor of 
certain felony convicts for a period of 
five years after the expiration of the 
present contract; to dispose of the money 
arising therefrom, and to authorize the 
governor and prison commission to im- 
pose fines upon certain county authorities 
for failure to comply with the law and 
regulations governing misdemeanor chain- 
gangs, and for other purposes. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, and it 
is hereby enacted by authority of the 
same, That séction 11 of said act be 
stricken, and the following substituted in 
lieu of safd section: “Be it enacted by 
the general assembly of the state of 
Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That the prison 
commission is* authorized and required, 
between the months of August, 1908, and 
March, 1904, after advertising as required 
above, to make contracts under the pro- 
visions of this act, for the labor of all 
felony convicts not embraced in section 8, 
for Ves of five years, beginning April 
1, 1904. All provisions of this act appli- 
cable to the hiring of thfS class of con- 
victs, their contro] and management shal] 
be of force until expiration of the con- 
tracts hereby authorized, the advertise- 
ments shall be puB?fished as required in 
section 8, offering for hire for a term not 
longer than five years all the convicts not 
embraced in section 8 of this act, and not 
furnished the county authorities, as pro- 
vided in section 10, to be employed at any 
labor consistent with the reasonable 
punishment and the physical ability of 
the convict; provided, that the convicts 
shall, as far as possible, consistent with 
the best interests of the state, be so 
worked that the products of their labor 
shall come least in competition with that 
of free labor; provided further, that in no 
case shall convicts be worked in factories 
where women are employed; the state 
furnishing all guards and physicians; the 
hirer furnishing transportation, main- 
tenance, medicine, clothing and all other 
necessaries, and such buildings as may be 
required (which shal] be stated in the g@- 
vertisement), and paying quarterly for tne 
annual labor of the convicts at an agreed 
price per annum per capita. At the time

SENATE AMENDS 
CONVICT BILL 


House Substitute Is Sent Back 
by the Senate, 


Is Changed Materially and Some 
Features Conform Closely to the 
Candler-Shackleford-Hold- 
er Substitute—Perry’s 
Met With Defeat. 


The senate at its morning session dis- 
posed of the convict question by passing 
the house substitute with some very 
material amendments. The bill now goes 
to the houge for the acceptance or re- 
jection of these amendments. As has 
been explained, these changes are of a 
character calculated to Bring 4 renewal 
of the discugSion in the house, but those 
best posted seem inclined to believe that 
the end of the contest will be the accept-- 
ance by the house of these senate amend- 
ments. 

The convict question came up as spe- 
cia] order immediately after the reading 
ef the journal, the house substitute for 
the Clements bill, which had passed the 
senate, being the pending measure. To 
this. the senate committee had reported 
a number of amendments, the effect of 
which was to make some features of 
the bill conform rather closely to the 
Candler-Holder-Shackelford substitute, 
which came so near passing the house. 

The bill was considered by sections, 
for the purpose of amendment. In addi- 
tion to the eommittee amendments, a 
number of others were introduced, some 
of them being adopted. The most inter- 
ésting of these Was the substitute prop- 
Osition of Senator Perry. This brought 
out a very able and interesting speech 
from the senator from the thirty-third, 
but it faile@ of adoption. 


Over Subleasing. 

The first controversy came over tha 
question of subleasing. The origina! bill 
contained the provision, “‘no hirer shall 
have the right to sublet or sublease an} 
convicts hired by him.”” The committee 
reported an amendment for the purpose 
of permitting subleasing under the su- 
pervision of the commission. Mr. Jor- 
dan presented an amendment to this to 
provide that the lessees shall have the 
right to sublease, but that any excess 
over the original lease price shall be 
covered into the state treasury. The ef- 
fect of this was to permit subleasing 
should the original lessee find it desir- 
able to do so, but he cannot do this 
with any idea of profit. 

In support of this amendment Senator 
Jordan said he was opposed to specula- 
tion in convicts and thought that every 
dollar received from convict hire should 
go into the state treasury. Senator 
Mathews said while the object desired 
might be worthy, It was not a good busi 
ress proposition from the standpoint of 
the state. He opposed the amendment 
as an unecessary and unreasonable 
condition. 

The senate, by a vote «tr 
jected this amendment of 
dan. 

Another amendment proposed by Sen- 
ator Jordan met a better fate. The orig- 
ina] measure provided that ‘‘no bids for 
less than twenty-fivé nor more than 500 
convicts shall be received.’’ Mr. Jordan, 
for some reason, seeméd to think that 
this might operate against bidders for 
small numbers of convicts as against the 
bidders for a larger humber. At his 
fuggestion this language was changed 
so as to read: “No bids for less than 
twenty-five nor more than fifty convicts 
shall be received in any one bid; pro- 
vided, that this does not restrict any 
rerson, firm or corporation from making 
more than one bid, so that said person, 
firm or corporation may receive more 
than one group of fifty.’’ 

Senator Skelton secured the adoption 
of an amendment striking out the orig- 
inal provision regarding the liability of 
principal and security on the lease con- 
tracts, so as to make this fead: “The 
State shall have a lien on all ‘the prop- 


erty of said principal and Security or 
securities on saiq bond.”

The most interesting feature of the 
discussion was over the Perry substi- 
tute for the provision in the committee's 
bill relative to the county use of felony 
pia upon the roads.

Senator Perry made an eloquent appeal 
for the betterment of the roads in the 
mountain sections of the state where 
they are most needed. 

The greatest objection to the commit- 
tee bil) and the system it involved was, 
he said, that it would fasten forever this 
festering sore of the lease system upon 
the state. Once let the counties get even 
a small amount, $200, $300, $1,000, into 
the treasuries of the counties, and you 
would never get rid of the iniamous 
lease system. 

Senator Atkinson made a strong argu- 
ment against the Perry amendment, and 
Biso ag@inst the committee provision.

quarters of an ounce, almond oil, two 
and a half ounces; perfume as pre- 
ferred.

MOONSHINER GOES BACK 
TO HIS MOUNTAIN HOME 


HERE left the federal prison yes- 
7 terday a man who has been living 

on the inside for having distilled 
Maquor in the mountaing of North Caro- 
lina. 

That he was, or had Been, a prisoner, 
the newspaper man knew, and, after a 
half hour's talk, on the way down town, 
he also learned that this same man was 
a poet in its truest sense, not one who 
could make four lines rhyme, with no 
particular meaning, hut who had lived 
In close touch with nature 

“Yes,’"’ he said, “I am going home and, 
although I have been confined for—well. 
quite long enough to wear of all signs 
of tan and sunburn—I don’t know but 
this few hours wait until midnight right 
here in Atlanta is going to be almost 
gs long as those protracted and never- 
ending nights when I had only wide- 
awake dreams for company. 

“You see, it's this way. I’m a moun- 
taineer and have always lived in the 
mountains. Ain’t got no use for towns 
and cities, any way. I live in a little 
cove, no matter just where, in the west- 
ern part of the Old North State. I 
live pretty high up and I can see all 
[ want to of these here human rabbit 
warrens where every one’s crowdin’ his 
neighbor for a few square feet of breath- 
in’ space. It’s too much like what I 
have been havin’ here lately to appeal 
to me a whole lot. Exceptin’ for the 
bars, it strikes me that these cities ain't 
much more than long lines of cells, any 
way, and with locked doors. I'm just 
crazy to get where I can smell the smell 
that belongs to the mountains and look 
around and see things the way God 
made ‘em. Do vou know. I never appre- 
ciated just how those Cherokees felt about 
leaving for Indian Territory. and I don’t 
blame ’em a bit for refusing to go until 
finally the government had to make a 
reservation for ‘em right in the moun- 
tains where they had been livin’ for no 
One knows how long.”’ 

“Reckon you must have found some- 
thing of a sameness about the view since 
you have been living out at the prison,”’ 
suggested the reporter as the mah main- 
tained a long silence that threate ned to 
interfere with the story. 

“Well, I won't say but that there were 
times when those walls looked rather 
monotonously familiar.’’ replied the man 
on his way home. “But, to tell you the 
truth, I was always lookin’ further away 
used to git by the 
turned to the wall and 
I've seen more of that view 
from my place since 1 been down here 
than 1 ever did while I had it all spread 
before me. It's kind of like havin’ a 
pretty wife. Before a man gets tled up 
he's always comparin’ her face and her 


eyes with other women, but after he's 


been married for some time he kind of 
gets used to it, and, takin’ it all for 
granted, he don't pay much attention to 
details the way he used to. 

“And it’s been that way in the prison. 
I'vo kind of had more time to study 
the fine points in the big picture that 
hangs outside of my front yard, I’ve seen 
it in all kinds of weather, and when 1 
get back I think they'll see me sittin’ 
out there lookin’ at it some more for 
weeks and months and years to come.” 

“How does it look from a prison point 
of view?’ asked The Constitution man. 

“There ain't no tellin’ about it. If I 
should suy to you tbat when I turned 
my face to the wall and closed my eyes 
I could see all the way down the val- 
ley with the French Broad sngakin’ along 
through the green as quiet as some left- 
over Cherokeg, showin’ shjny silver every 
now and then, as it seemed 10 creep 
out of the woods for a bit and then_hide 
again, to stay lost for miles, perhaps, 
you'd say I was lyin’, I suppose.

The investigating committee had two 
short open sessions yesterday, the first 
being, in a sense, preparatory to the 
second. 

After completing the two sessions, the 
committee held a secret meeting and be- 
gan the work of formulating its report. 
Adjournment was taken before it was 
completed. 

At the morning session Chairman Hop- 
Kins stated that in view of the fact that 
Several gentlemen whose names had 
been casually mentioned in the testimony 
of witnesses had not been summoned it 
had been thought well to request their 
presence before the committee. These, 
he announced, were Judge Hamilton 
McWhorter, Albert Howell, Jr., and 
Colonel J. W. English, Jr. With regard 
to Colonel English, he read the follow- 
ing affidarit: 

“I, J. W. English, Jr., do hereby sol- 
emniy swear that the statements con- 
tained in the foregoing letter addressed 
to Senator H. W. Hopkins, dated Au- 
gust 6, are true and correct. 

“I do further solemnly swear that I 
do not know of any case where any 
member of the genera! assembly of Geor- 
gia has been approached by any person 
endeavoring to influence him to vote for 
or against any measure, in any manner 
except in a perfectly fair and legitimate 
Way by appealing to his judgment and 
reason only, and I do further solemnly 
swear that I am still unable to appear 
before the committee owing to continued 
sickness in my family.

In view of the circumstances this affi- 
davit from Cobonel English was deemed 
sufficient and it was agreed that his 
presence would not be demanded. 

The committee then adjourned until 3 
o'clock with the announcement that 
Judge McWhorter and Mr. Howe!) would 
be examined then. 


The Afternoon Session. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock the committee 
reassembled. 

Chairman Hopkins stated that. as re- 
quired by the commitree, he had sum- 
moned Judge McWhorter and Albert 
Howell, Jr., to appear and that they were 
present. 

Judge McWhorter was first placed 
upon the stand and was interrogated by 
Senator Davis. He said he had known 
of no lobbying before the legislature 
and no practices akin thereto. He had 
never made appeals to members of any 
character different from the argument 
In the committee rooms. As the repre- 
sentative of the executive department of 
the Southern railway, and as president 
of one of its controlled I{nes in Georgia, 
he had had occasion to appear before 
the committees of the legislature. He 
had nevér known of any member being 
improperly approached. 

Judge McWhorter referred to the ru- 
mor, repeated by Hon. Joe Hall in his 
testimony, concerning the Mann bill 
which was before the legislature several 
years ago. He stated that he knew of 
his own knowledge that Mr. Stetson did 
not draft the bill, and that no represent- 
ative of the roaq had been instrumental 
in any way in drafting or promoting 
the measure. He said he was glad to 
take this opportunity to deny the report 
that the Southern railway was respon- 
Bible for or behind or interested in that 
measure.

Mr. Howell’s Testimony. 

Mr. Howell, in response to the questions 
of Chairman Hopkins, Said that as gen- 
eral counsel of the Atlanta and West 
Point and division counsel of the South- 
ern he had, during the past ten years 
had occasion to appear quite frequently 
before the committees of the legislature 
as an attorney for his clients, He had 
never, during that time, known of any 
lobbying or anything that might be call- 
ed akin to lobbying or any improper 
practices of any character. Ue had al- 
ways stated to committees his legal con- 
nections and the reason for his appear- 
ance in each instance. His only connec- 
tion with legislative matters wae in ap- 
pearing as attorney for his clients. 

Mr. Howell was asked by Mr. Over- 
street if the Southern railway had at any 
time employed special] counsel, outside 
of its regular counsel, to aid in matters 
before the legislature. Mr. Howell said 
he knew that no such persons, attorneys 
or others, had at any time been s9 em- 
ployed. This question furnished him the 
opportunity of stating he had never, 
since he began the practice of law, con- 
sented to accept employment to appear in 
matters before the committees of the 
legislature from any client Whom he 
did not represent in the courts. His Ser- 
vices had been frequently sought by per- 
sons seeking to have him appear in sp?- 
cial. cases, but he had always declined. 
In every case in which he did appear for 
his regular clients his connection with 
it had been fully and frankly state}: 
there had never been a Singie exception 
to this rvie since he began the practice 
of law. 

Judge McWhorter asked permission to 
supplement what Mr. Howell had said in 
reply to Mr. Overstreet’s question wheth- 
er the Southern had employed special 
attorneys. He said that during the 
seven years of his connection with that 
company no such special attorneys had 
ever been employed. He stated this, he 
said, from his own knowledge, as it would 
have fallen to him to make any such 
appointments or employments,

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HERE are the best of reasons now 
T to expect that the property increase, 

as shown by the county digests, 
will reach the total of $20,000,000. So far, 
with sixteen counties to hear from, the 
total increase is $16,980,145, or within a 
few thousand dollars of $17,000,000. In- 
cluded in the list of sixteen counties yet 
to be heard from are some large counties, 
and it seems a conservative estimate to 
expect that they will bring at least three 
millions.

Propcity Destroyed at Fort De France 

Fort de France, Martinique, August 9.— 
The island of Martinique was swept by a 
hurricane of great. violence last night. Its 
duration was ten hours and it was par- 
ticularly severe during two hours at Fort 
de France, where it caused much destruc- 
tion. Hundreds of houses were unroofed 
and several sailing vesselS were badly 
damaged. No fatalities, however, have 
been reported. The streets are encuim- 
bered with debris from the tiled roofs and 
the roads are impassable on account of 
fallen trees, which were literally torn up 
by the roots. Several towns on the island 
suffered considerably, principally Trinito, 
St. Marie, Carbet, St. Joseph and Fran- 
coils. The storm moved_in a northwester- 
ly direction. 

Unable to Locate the Hurricane. 

Washington, August 10.—At the weather 
Dureau tonight it was stated that the 
hurricane seems to be in the neighbor- 
hood of San Domingo, but the bureau 
cannot exactly place it, because of the 
absence of reports due to the unsatisfac- 
tory cable service. -Such reports as have 
been recelved, however, show that the 
disturbance is near that island and that 
it has an apparent northwest movement. 
The bureau has advised all points in that 
vicinity, including the governor of the 
Bahama islands, at Nassau, and al] our 
gulf and ocean ports from New Orleans 
to Boston.
